The Parents’ National Educational Union has d, 
response to a demand from thoughtful parents Tt v m 
out of their desire to study the laws which govern £t£°Z 
the prmcrples upon which to select ideas that inspire and e J c 
thetr destre to know how to deal with hereditary tendencies and 
how to give intelligent supervision and guidance to the develop 
ment of their children's whole nature-physical, mental moral' 
and spiritual. 

The rapid accumulation during late years of data bearing 
upon the interaction of body, mind and moral sense, has made 
it needful to reconsider many old-established ideas about 
Education. Parents and teachers are now aware that they must 
to some extent neutralize each other’s work and weaken its 
results unless they take counsel together. 

The Union aims at giving opportunities for the study of 
Educational problems, and a meeting ground for intercourse 
between parents, teachers, and all who are interested in Educa- 
tion. Special stress is laid on the use of the word Education, 
in its widest sense, as meaning not instruction only but the 
development of the whole nature, on the underlying principle 
that “ Character is everything.” The two functions of Educa- 
tion (as it is understood by the Union), are the presentation of 
ideas and the formation of habits. These two, it will be seen, 
are the chief means at our disposal for the modification of 
character.

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A SHORT SYNOPSIS 

OF THE 

EDUCATIONAL PHILOSOPHY ADVANCED BY THE 
FOUNDER OF THE 

PARENTS’ NATIONAL EDUCATIONAL UNION. 


.. No sooner doth the truth come into the soul’s sight, but the soul knows her to 

be her first and old acquaintance/* 

" The consequence of truth is great ; therefore the judgment of it must not be negligent/* 


In so far as we hold and profess what is known as P.N.E.U. thought, 
three duties are before us : (a) To give earnest study to the mastery of the 
principles of our educational philosophy* ; (b) Having mastered these, 

to apply them ; (c) To make them known. Here follows a short summary 
of our principles, but it must be remembered that a knowledge of these 
formulae is by no means a knowledge of the principles they aim at summing 
up. 

1. Children are born persons. 

2. They are not born either good or bad, but with possibilities 

for good and for evil. 

3. The principles of authority on the one hand, and of obedience 

on the other, are natural, necessary and fundamental ; but — 

4. These principles are limited by the respect due to the personality 

of children, which must not be encroached upon, whether 
by fear or love, suggestion or influence, or undue play upon 
any one natural desire. 

5 Therefore, we are limited to three educational instruments — 
the atmosphere of environment, the discipline of habit, and 
the presentation of living ideas. 

6. When we say that “ education is an atmosphere ,” we do not 
mean that a child should be isolated in what may be called 
a “ child-environment ” especially adapted and prepared, 
but that we should take into account the educational value 
of his natural home atmosphere, both as regards persons 
and things, and should let him live freely among his proper 
conditions. It stultifies a child to bring down his world 
to the 11 child’s ” level.

Therefore, children should be taught, as they become mature 
enough to understand such teaching, that the ch.et mspon 
sibihty which rests on them as persons is the acceptance 
or rejection of initial ideas. To help them in this choice 
we g lv e them principles of conduct, and a wide range of the 
knowledge fitted to them. These three principles (15 16 

and 17) should save children from some of the loose thinking 
and heedless action which cause most of us to live at a lower 
level than we need. 


18. We allow no separation to grow up between the intellectual 
and “ spiritual ” life of children, but teach them that the 
divine Spirit has constant access to their spirits, and is their 
continual Helper in all the interests, duties and joys of life. 


P.N.E.U. READING COURSE.

Lending Library. — The Library increases in usefulness.

A new and complete 
Catalogue has been issued (see p. 20) ; and it is proposed once a 
year to insert a page in the Review, giving particulars of all new 
books added, which will serve as an appendix to the catalogue.

SCHOOLS. 

Some remarks on the Parents Union School Curriculum, as 
adapted for the use of Schools. 


MOTTO : — 41 1 am, I can, I ought, I will .' 1 


The Parents’ Union School was originally devised to introduce some of 
the advantages of school-training into home education. It seems, however, 
that the methods used should be as valuable in schools as they have proved 
in home-teaching. Schools generally should profit by : — 

(a) A definite and progressive syllabus of work for each term.

Report on the Christmas Examination, No. 61 . 

The results of the Examination show that a very steady and on the 
whole a very satisfactory term's work, as regards both quantity and quality, 
ias been done ; but with the exception of a percentage of papers which are 
in all respects admirable, the standard reached falls short of the higher results 
attained in some previous examinations. An analysis of the markings 
compared, e.g., with Examination 55, when a similar analysis was made, 
works out thus : Papers marked excellent, 25% ; Good, 20 % ; Unsatis- 
factory 5 % ; as against 30% ; 32% and 4% respectively.

Other questions were very generally Excellent. 

Dictation reached a high standard on the whole ; a very small number of 
mistakes in spelling generally being made. 

Composition. — Question 3 : Scene for Acting ; some wrote Scenes for 
Acting but a few answered this by sending up an essay describing the 
scene named. The description of the Durbar and Question 1 were the best 
productions. A few were only awarded low marks because of the lack of 
subject matter, even when what was written was well expressed. 

English Grammar— The answers to Questions 1 and 2 were generally 
good, but there were a few painful efforts at analysis. The answers to 
Question 3 were disappointing, only a moderate number being able to put 
together the necessary sentences correctly, and not unfrequently similar 
phrases were offered for both adverbs and prepositions.

The Parents’ National Educational Union has arisen fa 
response to a demand from thoughtful parents. It has grown 
out of their desire to study the laws which govern habit and 
the principles upon which to select ideas that inspire and educate ; 
their desire to know how to deal with hereditary tendencies and 
how to give intelligent supervision and guidance to the develop- 
ment of their children’s whole nature — 'physical, mental, moral, 
and spiritual. 

The rapid accumulation during late years of data bearing 
upon the interaction of body, mind and moral sense, has made 
it needful to reconsider many old-established ideas about 
Education. Parents and teachers are now aware that they must 
to some extent neutralize each other’s work and weaken its 
results unless they take counsel together. 

The Union aims at giving opportunities for the study of 
Educational problems, and a meeting ground for intercourse 
between parents, teachers, and all who are interested in Educa- 
tion. Special stress is laid on the use of the word Education, 
in its widest sense, as meaning not instruction only but the 
development of the whole nature, on the underlying principle 
that “ Character is everything.”
